1935— When  the 

Harvest  Moon  Ball 

was  born 

When  the  Harvest  Moon  Ball  was  born  on 
Aug.  15,  '35,  so  many  fans  turned  out  to  greet 
its  arrival  in  the  Mall  in  Central  Park,  it  had  to  be 
postponed.  The  attendance  was  estimated  at  125,000. 

The  Ball  was  rescheduled  for  Aug.  28,  at  the  old 
Madison  Square  Garden  before  a capacity  crowd 
of  20,000.  Pictures  on  this  page  turn  back  the 
calendar  to  those  Harvest  Moon  days  and  nights 
forty  years  ago.

1935  Harvest  Mooners 
— Then  and  Now! 

Swept  up  in  the  rush,  crush  and  chaos  of  the  first  Har- 
vest Moon  Ball  forty  years  ago,  Edna  and  Dan  McCarthy, 
now  of  Teaneck,  N.J.  enjoyed  and  still  are  enjoying  every 
minute  of  it. 

“All  the  Finalists  met  at  The  News  Building. ''  Edna 
smiled  as  she  recalled  the  details  recently.  "We  were  all 
dressed  in  our  fancy  gowns  and  tuxedos.  We  headed  for 
Central  Park  and  we  haven't  gotten  there  yet.  We  couldn't 
get  within  three  blocks  of  the  park." 

"We  were  stuck  for  about  three  hours.  We  couldn't  go 
backwards  or  forwards.  It  was  a hot  night.  There  were  no 
air  conditioned  buses  then.  Our  fine  gowns  were  crumpled 
and  wrinkled.  Someone  started  us  all  singing  and  we  sang 
away,  having  a wonderful  time  until  the  bus  could  get  us 
back  to  The  News  Building." 

"It  was  almost  as  bad  two  weeks  later  when  the  program 
was  rescheduled  at  Madison  Square  Garden.  We  had  to 
elbow  our  way  through  the  crowd  to  get  into  the  Garden." 

Edna  and  Dan,  married  shortly  after  the  first  Harvest 
Moon,  continued  in  it  for  a number  of  years  later,  the  last 
time  in  '51. 

"We  missed  some  years,"  Edna  explained.  For  one,  the 
family  started  to  come  along.  Then  WW  II.  Dan  served  in 
the  Medical  Corps  for  four  years." 

The  family  includes  daughter  Linda  McGurn,  mother  of 
the  two  McCarthy  grandchildren,  Rob,  4,  and  Megan,  2 */2 , 
and  son,  Kevin.

RULES  AND 
REGULATIONS 


In  the  four  ballroom  dances 
— Fox  Trot,  Tango,  Rumba, 
Viennese  Waltz  — all  couples 
will  be  judged  during  a three 
minute  dance  period.  In  the 
Polka,  the  dance  period  is  two 
and  a half  minutes;  in  the 
Jitterbug  Jive  two  minutes. 

In  the  Rumba,  the  first  min- 
ute and  a half  will  be  danced 
to  slow  tempo;  the  second 
minute  and  a half  to  fast 
tempo. 

In  the  four  ballroom  dances, 
there  is  no  open  dancing.  Part- 
ners must  maintain  contact 
with  at  least  finger  tips  touch- 
ing at  all  times.  Open  and 
acrobatic  steps,  including  the 
Lindy,  Westchester  and  kind- 
red steps,  are  permitted  in  the 
Jitterbug  Jive. 

The  championship  team  in 
each  of  the  four  ballroom 
dances  qualifies  for  the  All 
Around  championship.  The  four 
teams  compete  against  each 
other  in  the  four  dances,  hav- 
ing a two-minute  judging 
period  in  each  dance. 

Polka  competition  includes 
all  authentic  Polka  steps.  It  will 
be  danced  to  lively  tempo. 
The  Polka  and  the  Jitterbug 
Jive  are  not  included  in  the 
ballroom  division  and  the 
winners  do  not  qualify  for  the 
All  Around  Ballroom  champi- 
onship. 


In  grading  the  contestants,  the  judges  will  allot  points  on 
the  following  basis:  I to  5 points  for  poor;  6 to  10  for  fair; 
II  to  15  for  good;  16  to  20  for  excellent.  There  will  be  one 


judge  for  each  of  the  following  categories:  ( I ) posture  and 
appearance  (2)  rhythm  and  tempo  (3)  execution  (4)  variety 
(5)  general  proficiency.
